The body of socially prominent 
Mrs. Eudora Cunningham was dug 
by flarelight from a deep sewer 
grave early today after her hus- 
band broke a stubborn 19 day 
j-ilencc with a dramatic confes- 
sion. 


Just a few hours before a 


scheduled habeas corpus hearing 
officers said would have ended in 
freedom for 33 year old Roger 
Cunningham, 
he 
admitted 
he 


strangled his wife March 6 and 
directed searchers to her body 
with a crude map. 


Sketches Diagram 


With a firm, neat hand, the 


bearded and haggard Cunningham 
sketched the diagram to show offi- 
cers where the body was buried, 
then retired to his jail for the 
first sound sleep jailers said he 
had this week. 


When he awakened, Cunning- 


ham indicated for the first time 
his motive for slaying his wife. In 
an interview he said he suffered 
a fit of rage because he was tired 
from overwork and she nagged 
him. 


The strangling, he said, clim- 


axed a year of domestic discord 
rising to fever pitch as the couple 
sat in his automobile the night 
of her death and she berated him 
for working too much and neglect- 
ing her. 


"We sat in the car, he said, "and 


argued. I got out of the car. Then 
she got out and said she was go- 
ing to walk to town. I lost all 
sense. 


"I don't know what I did. I 


didn't shoot her because I had no 
gun. I lost all sense, that's all."

wife's body.

Government Participation 


Senator Wagner (D-NY), co-au- 


thor of the social security act, told 
reporters he thought the treasury 
proposal would pave the way for 
a system in which the government 
would share the cost of old age 
pensions out of its general rev- 
enues, instead of letting employ- 
ers and employes pay the whole 
bill. 


Morgenthau, appearing before 


the house ways and means com- 
mittee yesterday, proposed modifi- 
cation of old age insurance levies 
which now are scheduled to in- 
crease automatically over the next 
three years:'

The payroll taxes now are 1 per 


cent on employers and 1 per cent 
on employes. They are scheduled 
to increase % of 1 per cent on 
each next year, and to reach 3 per 
cent on each in 1949. 


Morgenthau offered three alter- 


native plans, two of which would 
reduce the scheduled rates for the 
period 1940-42 and one of which 
would retain the rates now being 
paid until 1943. 


Should Not Deter Business 


The treasury had said that "in 


periods of incomplete business re- 
covery like the present the con- 
tributory old age insurance system 
should be so financed as to have 
the least possible deterring effect 
on business." He added: 


"It is therefore, a pertinent 


question whether a substantial in- 
crease in the tax rate should be 
allowed to occur at the present 
stage of business recovery." 


At his press conference yester- 


day, President Rosoevelt said the 
existing provision for the pension 
reserve had been properly criti- 
cized because it held the possibil- 
ity of an unlimited reserve. 


No 40-Billion Reserve 


He contended, however, the gov- 


ernment would not build up a 
$40,000,000,000 reserve, as some 
liave piedicfed. The consensus on 
the reserve question was, he said, 
that between 52,500,000,000 and 
$3,000,000,000 would be sufficient.

Addition to Shop 
Nears Completion 
At High School 


Courses in Electrical Work, 


Automobile Mechanics, 


and Other Trades 


to Be Offered 


Young people whose deft hands 


literally will build their future 
can look forward today to a more 
practical advantages in the aver- 
age educational system of the na- 
tion. 


Children lacking natural apti- 


tude for the 
more 
advanced 


courses in secondary schools now 
more easily can find their place 
after completion of their primary 
work and they go out into the 
world better equipped forx useful 
occupations. 


Direct Vocational Work 


Courses in shop, industrial arts 


and home-making have been of- 
fered at 
Kingston. High School 


since the beginning and a struc- 
ture now nearing completion will 
afford opportunities for direct vo- 
tional work which will be even of 
greater help to pupils adapted for 
that branch of instruction. 


Shop courses including wood- 


working and machine work are 
limited at the present time at the 
local high 'school to a group of 
225 or 250 boys, although there 
have been more each year express- 
ing a desire for enrollment in this 
work. 


300 Girls Registered 


Classes in home-making for the 


girls are also well filled at the 
school with approximately 
300 


girls 
currently registered. 
A 


course of from three to four years 
is given in shop work for the boys 
while the home-making course is 
available to the girls for the full 
four years of high school. 


The vocational courses which 


will be available with the comple- 
tion of the new building adjacent 
to the present structure housing 
the 
woodworking and machine 


shops will be virtually full time 
courses, according to School Su- 
perintendent B. C. Van Ingen. 


Half of the school will be devot- 


ed to work in the new depart- 
ments to be opened and the other 
half will be given to co-related 
study courses. 


Three Major Departments 


The three major 
departments 


in the new building will be an au- 
tomobile machine shop, an elec- 
trical unit and an electrically 
operated sewing machine depart- 
ment. 
Courses in the first two 


will be available tp the boys and 
the latter to the girls. 
.-, Inauguration of these 
courses 


will be one of the most important 
steps in local education in recent 
years. They will absorb students 
from both the high school and the 
new Myron J. Michael intermedi- 
ate school. 
It is estimated that the Voca- 


tional courses will be available to 
about 75 or 100 boys and a similar 
number of girls at the outset, al- 
though more may be added soon 
after the new building opens. The 
courses for the boys will run from 
three to four years and that for 
the girls for two years. 


Asset to Youth 


This new vocational department 


will be an outstanding asset to 
the young people and to the city 
itself in that the training will be 
of definite practical value. 


The training of girls, for in- 


stance, in the operation of elec- 
trical sewing machines will equip 
them for work in local factories, 
many of which use just this type 
of machine. The boys also . will 
get a useful start in automobile 
mechanics and electrical work, 
and they will leave school equip- 
ped for a start in either of these 
two trades. 


The value of such courses can 


be best illustrated perhaps, by 
pointing to the current need for 
experienced 
electrical 
machine 


operators. A local manufacturer 
only this week advertised for 100 
such experienced operators, and 
he pointed out that his production 
is being held up because he has 
been unable to find enough of 
them. 


This same manufacturer 
also 


said that he will be ready soon to 
hire many more operators for his 
factory and he is now faced with 
the problem of teaching operation 
cf the. machines to women who 
apply for jobs. \ 


Two-Year Course 


A two-year course for girls in 


this type of work, it is expected, 
will be adequate for making ex- 
perienced operators of those who 
enroll in this branch of vocational 
work. 


The course for boys, while they 


may not afford such 
immediate 


opportunities as that for the girls, 
Will equip many of them for a 
practical start 
in 
mechanical 


work.

vocational work will increase the 
present facilities at the school by 
about 100 per cent, Mr. Van Ingen 
said. The building is slightly over 
73 feet long and nearly 56 feet 
wide. 


Two large rooms, one for the 


courses in automobile mechanics, 
and the other for electrical work, 
are on the first floor. The power 
machine room and another 
for 


extension work in the 
machine 


shop department 
of the 
older 


building are on. the second floor. 


The automobile mechanic course 


will include all phases of auto- 
mobile repair work and the elec- 
trical course -will afford oppor- 
tunity for a more practical study 
of ordinary work in that field. 


Boys now taking courses in 


shop make a variety of mechanical 
and woodworking articles some of 
which 'are used for school pur- 
poses. Mr. Van Ingen said that 
some of the boys are currently 
working on teachers' desks for use 
in the schools. 


Tools Are Made 


Various types of simpler tools 


are made by the boys in the 
machine shop department. Such 
objects as .metal paper weights 
and shields are made by some of 
the boys for their.own use. The 
school purchases the materials for 
such projects and the student buys 
the article when it is finished. 


Girls in the home-making de- 


partment now are taught cook- 
ing, sewing and other essential 
phases of home life. The girls are 
taught how to prepare menus, 
how to receive guests and enter- 
tain in their homes and how to 
meet the various problems of 
operating a home such as budget- 
ing and economical buying. 


Often the girls, who are more 


advanced in the work, prepare 
special meals and extend an in- 
vitation to members of the faculty 
to attend. The students act as the 
hostesses 'and do their best to 
show their knowledge of home 
life when they entertain. 


EHKctol Adaptation 


Hubert Hoderath, who is in 


charge of the general machine 
shop department told a reporter 
that many, of the boys in his de- 
partment are especially adapted 
to the work. They show a grow- 
ing interest in each new project, 
he said, and' some of them would 


like to spend much more time 
than that allotted, in making 
things in the shop. 


These young men, the teacher 


indicated, are most likely to find 
a place for themselves when they 
leave school and a number of 
them would make excellent me- 
chanics. Teachers in the girls' 
homemaking department can re- 
late similar instances where large 
numbers of girls show marked in- 
terest in the courses offered. 


Mr. Van Ingen reports that 


many mothers are anxious to have 
their daughters take home-mak- 
ing and this is often true among 
the girls who take general col- 
lege entrance courses. 


Woodworking Department 


The woodworking department 


for boys is in charge of Ellsworth 
Mack, and here too most of the 
boys show an interest in their 
work which allows for-an efficient, 
effective and often servicable op- 
eration of this branch of work. 


The teachers in charge of home- 


making are Rhea Firinerty, Bella 
Hyman, Nellie Davenport, Claris- 
sia Smith and Margaret Sheutz. 
They teach courses which give all 
the basic essentials of properly 
operating a home and many girls 
profit in later life by this oppor- 
tunity in school. 


Current trends in modern edu- 


cation indicate that thi stype of 
vocational' and practical work 
gradually will become a more im- 
portant 
division 
in 
secondary 


schools. The need of such courses, 
in the opinion of prominent edu- 
cators, has long been felt, and 
new steps have been taken almost 
yearly by the New York State De- 
partment of Education to increase 
facilities 
for 
vocational 
work 


wherever there is a pronounced 
demand.

New Bills Offered 
By Senator Wicks 


Albany,- March 25 (Special)— 


Senator 
Arthur H. Wicks of 


Kingston, has introduced in the 
Senate a measure permitting a 
town board to diminish the area 
of a water supply, garbage, side- 
walk, or lighting district or a 
sewer district, in which no sewer 
system 
has 
been 
constructed, 


upon petition of the resident tax- 
payers and after a public hear- 
ing. 


The area is not to be diminished 


if contracts to accomplish the 
purpose of the district are in 
force, the bill further states. 


A second bill offered by Sena- 


tor Wicks, amends the town law 
providing that towns in which 
summer hotels have been licensed 
to sell beer, wine or liquors shall 
be entitled to participate in the 
distribution of liquor taxes. 


Senator' Wicks is also sponsor 


of a measure providing that cities 
unifying, purchasing and operat- 
ing transit facilities shall con- 
tinue to employ the employes of 
corporations formerly owning or 
operating such facilities who are 
citizens with one year or more of 
service. These positions are to be 
in the non-competitive class of 
civil service, and new positions 
created 
or vacancies 
occuring 


shall be subject to civil service 
law and rules. 


All three of these measures 


were sent to committee for fur- 
ther consideration.

INVITING BOOTLEGGING 


The proposal to increase the Ne\v York 


State liquor tax fifty per cent should be as 
vigorously opposed as the sales tax and 
the real estate tax, because of the bootleg- 
ging problem that will follow. 


If this liquor tax goes through, the price 


will have been raised sufficiently as to invite 
bootlegging activities again and in even 
wider measure for the very simple reason 
that the people cannot pay the price that 
will have to be asked for it. In addition the 
pouring spots in order to make their margin 
of profit will be given strong incentive under 
the high taxes to refill trademarked bottles 
with bootleggers' or private brand goods. No 
person with common sense wants the return 
of the bootlegging days. 


And what about the revenue to the state? 


At present the state is clearing a half million 
dollars a week from the liquor industry but, 
if there is further increase in taxes, this 
amount would be reduced instead of in- 
creased. With an increased tax, residents 
anywhere near state borders will buy their 
liquor outside of the state, thus depriving 
New York of the revenue. Or they can order 
it by mail across the state lines. This con- 
dition has generally applied wherever other 
states have had a prohibitive tax. But the 
greatest danger lies in the fact that in order 
to achieve the unit price which people are 
willing to pay, the local wholesaler will buy 
whiskey of uncertain age from non-descript 
distillers and rectify it themselves and sell 
tinder private brands. 


As in all cases where taxes become more 


than the traflic will bear, substitution creeps 
in since it has been demonstrated that the 
consumer will not pay above a certain price 
level for a luxury article. And the states 
which have experimented with unreasonable 
excise taxes of any classification on consumer 
goods that can be substituted or bought 
across slate lines at lower prices, have had 
their revenues diminished instead of in- 
creased. 


It has been pointed out that approximately 


eighty per cent of the people of the state 
reside within easy access of the state line. 
This measure, if passed, would further drive 
many of these residents out of the state and 
would result in further unemployment and 
increased relief rolls. 


FREE MAIL DELIVERY 


This year marks the 44th anniversary of 


the institution of free mail delivery in Kings- 
ton which was established on May 1, 1S95, 
under the regime of Postmaster H. G. 
Crouch, with ten mail-carriers. Of the origi- 
nal ten carriers only one, John P. Clarke, of 
.West Chestnut street, is still in active har- 
ness and has for a number of years been in 
charge of the postofficc on West Strand. 


Dr. David Kennedy, whose Dr. David Ken- 


nedy's Remedy was famous throughout the 
Hudson River Valley, was mayor'of Kings- 
ton when the question of free mail delivery 
here was agitated. The Board of Trade and 
many others not connected with that organi- 
zation had been working for months to 
have the Federal government install the free 
delivery service here. 


At the third annual banquet of the Board 


of Trade held in February, 1895, Reuben 
Bernard, president of the organization, in his 
annual report called attention to the activi- 
ties that had prevailed. The following month, 
on March 23, The Freeman carried a story 
that on May 1 of that year the service would 
bo placed into effect here. While the Board 
of Trade and others were active in having 
the service established there was decided ob- 
jection to the manner in which the govern- 
ment planned to place it into effect. The 
principal objection of the downtown mer- 
chants was that the government planned to 
make the uptown postoffice the main office 
and to designate the downtown office as Sta- 
tion R. The government, however, carried 
out the plan it had outlined. 


The first step was the selection of ten men 


to serve as mail-carriers, and on April 16 
and 17, of that year, examinations were held 
in the old Academy of Music on East O'Reilly 
•trcet,which later was destroyed by fire. So 


applications had been received for the 


matt-carrier that it was necessary 


to hold the examination on two days. As a 
result of the examination the ten men who 
became the city's first mail-carriers were: 
Otis C. Burr, Fred Carpenter, John T. 
Cusick, Francis R. Wood, George F. Lebert, 
John P. Clarke, William C. Straley, Robert 
McCormick, Lawrence Kirchner and Charles 
Romeyn. These ten men assumed their duties 
on May 1,1895, five of them working out of 
the downtown office, now known as Station 
R and the other five out of the uptown post- 
office. 


For the first few days there was some con- 


fusion as the men were not acquainted with 
the residents on their routes, but this dif- 
ficulty was soon straightened out, and short- 
ly the service was working well. The city 
had been laid out in ten districts with a mail- 
carrier assigned to each district. 


Since those early days in order to handle 


the prompt delivery of mail in Kingston to- 
day it requires 24 regular carriers and five 
substitute carriers. The city is laid out into 
20 districts and there are what is known as 
two mounted routes (delivery by truck) and 
two auxiliary carriers. 


Today the mail-carrier works 40 hours a 


week, making necessary the addition of the 
two auxiliary men-to the carrier force who 
deliver the mail on the days that the regular 
men have off.

CATARIIHAL FORMS OK DEAF.NKSS 


That there are certain forms of hard o£ hearing 


or deafness that caunot tie helped by treatment is 
recognized. These patients can get much comfort 
by learning lip reading and by the use of the newer 
types ot hearing aids. 


However, "by far the most important cause oC 


all deafness or hard of tearing, of deafness be- 
ginning at any ago after birth, is catarrh of the 
nose and throat." 


"The hard of hearing may develop from: 


(a) chronic catarrh of the back of nose and throat; 
(b) chronic sinus infection; 
(c) deflected or bent septum (partition between 


nostrils); 


(d) dripping from back o£ nose into throat; 
(e) adenoid overgrowth; 
(f) catarrh of the tuba carrying air from back of 


throat to middle ear (eustnchian tube): 


(g) ear drums driven backward because of more 


pressure from outside air than from the air 
carried to inner ear; 


(h) catarrh of middle ear; 
(i)

deaf patient. It should arrest his deafness. The sug- 
gestions from this clinic to physicians arc: 


1. Stop the chronically discharging car. first by 


using the usual methods, then electricity, and then, 
if necessary, by operation. 


2. Correct chronic nasal (nose) catarrh, chron- 


ic sinusitis, drip from back of nose to throat, ;ulc- 
noids and any obstruction or bloc-lung of tho cus- 
tachian tube. Remember general hygiene. Remove 
tonsils if they are diseased but do not promise that 
this will improve hearing. 


3. Test tho hearing every time patient attends, 


by means ot an audiometer. Try to keep patient and 
yourself conscientious about treatment. If the ex- 
pense is too great for the patient try to sec him as 
often as is necessary oven if you have to bear most 
of the burden. Promise nothing but conscientious 
sustained and intelligent effort on your part. Then, 
if patient cooperates, you will get results."

nothing really has been recom- 
mended to relieve the small busi- 
nesses of America of their present 
burden, which is as responsible as 
any other single factor for the 
present wave of 
unemployment 


and depression. 


Even Senator Vandenberg, Re- 


publican, of Michigan, while com- 
mending the Morgenthau pro- 
posal, is willing to continue pay- 
roll taxes at "present levels until 
subsequent experience 
proves a 


later necessity for change." 


But the American business man 


knows by experience already what 
a devastating effect present pay- 
roll taxes have -had, and he knows, 
moreover, that these taxes are not 
essential to the payment of un- 
employment insurance or old age 
pensions. 


As at matter of fact, the actual 


expense for the present plan of 
old age insurance for the 
ten 


years from 1938 to 1948 would re- 
quire only $112,000,000 a year. 
Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments in the year 1938—a year 
of heavy unemployment—amount- 
ed to only a little more than 
$400,000,000. 


Thus, this entire expense of 


about $512,000,000 could be de- 
rived from a payroll tax of only 
two per cent and both employers 
and employes could be relieved of 
the present tax of five per cent— 
a saving of three per cent. This 
would amount to more than $700,- 
000,000 a year. Likewise, the use 
of that sum of money in the pur- 
chasing power of the nation, in 
the next few years , especially, 
would contribute materially to re- 
covery. 


It is, as Senator Vandenberg, 


who has been agitating the sub- 
ject of unnecessary reserves, says, 
"the healthiest thing that has 
happened in a long- time" that the 
•administration has publicly indi- 
cated its willingness to revise the 
system. But the revision 
docs 


not go far enough. 


To offer the American 
people 


the proposition that u already 
bad iituttion will not be made 
worse i* (cant comfort, especially 
when the present tax burden aris- 
ing out of the payroll tax la doe. 
ging the wheels of recovery. Evi- 
dence galore has been accumulat- 
ed, ana congressional committees 
can easily get it, showing that the 
payroll taxes now on the statute 
books, and which it is now pro- 
posed to keep there, are interfer- 
ing with the increase of employ- 
ment. 


It would be most unfortunate 


if the headlines gave the impres- 
sion that there is to be an actual 
"cut" in payroll taxes. It is rem- 
iniscent of what some adminis- 
trations used to do here with re- 
spect to economy. 
Estimates 


would be prepared far and above 
what it was intended to have the 
departments spend and then it 
would be announced with great 
fanfare of press hullabaloo that 
"economies'* had been effected. 
The only thing that had been cut 
was an imaginary 
expenditure. 


And that's what is happening with 
respect to the payroll taxes. In- 
deed, it is not yet clear that there 
will be any abandonment of the 
increase in taxes on payrolls, as 
only a postponement in the next 
few years has been recommended. 


What American business needs 


is a complete revision of the pay- 
roll taxes and a curtailment down 
to 2 per cent, which is ample to 
take care of all sound require- 
ments. 
Inequities in the law 


which penalize high 
wage in- 


dustries as well as those provis- 
ions which permit a business with 
seven employes to be exempt and 
its competitor with eight employ- 
es to pay the full tax have been 
brought to the attention of con- 
gressional committees by trade 
associations, but without result. 


It may be that the recognition 


by the Roosevelt 
administration 


of the seriousness of the 
whole 


payroll tax problem will wake up 
the legislators in Congress to the 
fact that they are really the ones 
to whom the country 
has been 


looking for relief 
from taxes. 


Somehow or other the 
congress- 


men still wait for the executive 
to tell them what their duty is, 
when, as Chairman Eccles of the 
Federal Reserve Board pertinent- 
ly pointed out, it 
is Congress 


which has the constitutional duty 
to levy or repeal taxes.
